greſſions. And this was no other 
than the Devil's uſual Practice; Firſt- 
for to draw Sinners to commit alt 
Iniquity with Greedineſs, and then 
to perſwade them there is no hope 
of Mercy left, that thereby the 
Sinner may be prevail'd with. to go 
on in Sin: And this was the Effect 
that this Suggeſtion drew on Mr.

Town if they came but into his 
Company: This Reproof coming 
from ſuch a Woman whom he knew 
to be very Wicked and Ungodly, 
fill'd him with Secret Shame, and 
: wrought t. 


111 
wrought more with him than ma- 
ny that had been given them before 
by thoſe that were ſober and 
I godly, and made him wiſh that 
he had never known what it was to 
be a Swearer, and even made him 
out of Love with it, and from that 
time forward even much to refrain 
from it. 

In a little time after he fell in- 
to the Company of a Poor Man 
that made Profeſſion of Religion, 
whoſe Diſcourſe of Religion and of 
che Scriptures ſo affected Mr. Bu- 

man, that he betook himſelf to 
reading the Bible, eſpecially the 
Hiſtorical Part thereof, but was yet 
ignorant both of the Corruption 
and the Depravity of his Nature, 
and by a neceſſary Conſequence, of 
the Want and Worth of Feſus Chrif. 
to ſave him. i e 
However, this produc'd outward 
Reformation, both in his Words 
and Life; and he now was fallen 
inte a kind of Legal Religion; 

ow VV 
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working for Life, and making up 
a Righteouſneſs for himſelf there- 
by; fo that while he thought 
he kept the Commandments he 
had Comfort ; but when at ſome 
times he broke any of them, then 
hisConſcience was full of Guilt and 
Trouble; but then upon his Sorrow 


and Repentance he heal'd himſelf 


again, and thought thereby he had 
made God amends, and all was 
well. „ . 
And thus he continued for ſome 
time, very near a Year, his Neigh- 
bours all that time taking him for 
a very good Man, and wondering 

at his Reformation. Tho' indeed 
all that time he was as far from 
the Way of Life, as when he was 
the moſt Prophane ; tho' as him- 
ſelf Phraſes it, his Change of Life 
and Manners was as Remarkable 
as for a Tom of Bedlam to become 


a Sober Man. 


And now thoſe that ſpeak ill of 


him before, began to praiſe and 
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commend him, which notwithſtand- 
ing his Reformation, puff'd him 
up with Pride, and fill'd him with 
Hypocriſie. = 

But alas! This was but lopping. 
oft the Branches of Sin, whilſt the 
Root of Unregeneracy remain'd. 
Not long after the Providence of 
God ſo order'd it, that Mr. Bunyaiz 
went to Bedford to work upon his 
Calling, (being his Father's Trade 
a Tinker,) and happen'd there to 
hear three or four poor Women, who 
were ſitting in the Sun, diſcourſing 
together about the Things of God; 
which caus'd him to draw near to 
them, for he was by this time him- 
ſelf become a mighty Talker of 
Religion; but when he had heard 
them a while, as himſelf confeſſed, 
he heard indeed, but he underſtood 
not, for they ſpoke of things a- 
bove his Reach; diſcourſing of the 
Neyy- birth, and the Work of God 
on their Hearts, atd how they 
were convinced of their miſerable 
AE N State 
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State by Nature; they talked how 
Gad had viſited their Souls with his 
Love in the Lord Jeſus, and with 
what Words and Promiſes they had 
been Refreſhed, Comforted and 
Supported, againſt the Temptati- 
ons of the Evil One in particular, 
and told each other by which they 
had been afflicted, and how they 
were born up under his Aſſaults. 
He heard them likewiſe Diſcourſe 
of the Wretchedneſs of their own 
Hearts, and of their Unbelief ; and 
of Contemningand Abhorring their 
own Righteouſneſs, as filthy and 
inſufficient to do them any Good. 
And all this appear'd to him to be 
ſpoken with ſuch Pleaſantneſs of 
Scripture-Language, and with ſuch 
an Appearance of Grace in all they 
ſaid, that they ſeem'd to him as if 
they had found a new World ; or 
as if they were People that dwelt 
alone, and were not to be reckoned 
among their Neighbours. 


It 
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It was upon this Diſcourſe of 
theirs that he began to feel ſome 
unuſual Apitations in his own 
Heart and tobe conſcious to him- 
ſelf that his Condition was not ſo 
good as he had thought it to be ; 
becauſe in all his Thoughts about 
Religion and Salvation, the New 
Birth never entered into his Mind, 
but found it was a thing he wholly 
was a Stranger to, and unacquain- 
ted with ; nor did he ever know 
the Comfort of a Word or Promiſe, 
nor the Deceitfulneſs and Treache- 
ry of his own Wicked Heart: And 
as for Secret Thoughts, he had ne- 
ver taken any notice of them, nor 
did he at all underſtand what Sa- 
tan's Temptations were, nor how 
they were to be underſtood, or 
reſiſted. 5 
But however, this Diſcourſe of 
theſe good Women mightily affect- 
ed him, and made him very deſi- 
rous to hear further of theſe 
Things; and therefore he made 
. ie 
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ſtill crying out, give, give, Prov. 
30. 15. And. now nothing but the 
Revelation of the Myſtery off 


him, for his whole Soul was then {0 
knew, that neither Pleaſures nor

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But after Divine Grace had been 
thus kindled in his Heart, the De- 
vil ſtrove hard, by divers Winds of 
Temptations, to blow 1t out again, 
0 cauſing him to make ſeveral Ob- 
Jections againſt himſelf, as, That he 
was Caſt away, and one that had no 
Faith; and never could have any, 
becauſe he was not Elected. 
He was a long time troubled with
